HichoUou's SlsTiU. 

Cardinal Richelieu, the king of the 
king, as tho peo|ile had nicknamed him, 
was entombed in the fullness of his glory 
in tho vaults of the Sorbonne church. 
One day, some sixteen years ago, the 
mayor of a little village in Brittany pro- 
sented himself before the emperor Napo- 
leon HI, Ho opened a small bo.x which 
he brought under his arm, unwrapped the 
parcel which it contained, and drew from 
it a human mask. The .skin w;is dried iqi 
and wrinkled, the eyes deeply buried in 
their sockets, tho mouth contracted, the 
teeth perfect. Tho board, mustaches.and 
eyebrows were still in I heir places, and 
the whole was covered with a yellow var- 
nish like an anatomical specimen . "Sire," 
said tho mayor, "you behold all that re- 
mains of Cardinal Richolieii." Ii: the 
month of December, 1703, when a revo- 
lutionary party pillaged the tombs of the 
Sorbonne, one of the soldiers entered the 
vault which contained tho body of tho 
cardinal, and finding that the mask of the 
face, doubtless in order to facilitate some 
process of embalming, had been sawn ofl' 
from tho rest of the head, ijossessed him- 
aelf of it, and displayed it in triumph to 
the spectaliu'3, wiio thought that he, had 
himself cut oil' the great man's head. Sub- 
sequently a hiitter named Choval possess- 
ed himself of t he lro[)hy and hid it in a 
cupboard at the back of his shop. The 
Oth Thermidov came, the hatter, in alarm 
gave the mask in charge to iJne of his cus- 
tomers, the .Abbe .\rmoz, who carried it 
with him to Brittany and gave it to his 
brother. The brother, finding that in- 
sects were attacking ♦he relic, con.-.ulted 
the village apothecary, by whoso advice it 
was varnished. It was this gentleman's 
son who brought it to Paris in ISBC, and 
in December uf that year it was restored 
with groat ceremony to its place under 
the monument of the cardinal in the 
lireaeiiee of the archbishop of Paris, Mons 
Darboy, the Duke of liichelicii, and a 
great gatlieiilig of iintables. Since that 
day the emperor has died in exile, tho 
archbishop of Paris has been shot, and 
the last of the name of Richelieu has died 
without is:iue.- /'it// .Uull <!,r.,-ll,-.
